ture on  the  reverse  side.  The  foliage  is  a deep  rich 
green,  is  smooth  and  shiny,  like  the  pepper,  though  the 
leaves  are  larger  and  longer. 

The  Topepo  is  superior  to  the  Pepper  for  stuffing 
and  baking,  because  of  its  beautiful  color  and  of  its 
firm  thick  walls  which  do  not  break  down  when  baked.

ASPARAGUS 


CULTURE — This  is  one  of  the  earliest  and  most  delicious 
of  spring  vegetables.  We  strongly  urge  all  those  having 
enough  available  space  to  put  in  a bed  for  their  own  use. 
fallowing  carefully  the  cultural  directions  given  below. 

Beds  are  usually  formed  by  setting  roots  which  can  be 
procured  of  us. 

The  permanent  beds  should  be  prepared  by  deep  plowing 
or  spading  and  thoroughly  enriching  the  ground  with  stable 
manure  or  other  fertilizer;  moist,  sandy  soil  is  best.  If  the 
subsoil  is  not  naturally  loose  and  friable,  it  should  be  made 
so  by  thoroughly  stirring  with  a subsoil  plow  or  spade.  Set 
the  plants  about  four  inches  deep  and  one  to  two  feet  apart 
in  rows  four  to  six  feet  apart.  After  the  plants  are  well 
started,  give  frequent  and  thorough  cultivation.  Early  the 
next  spring  spade  in  a heavy  dressing  of  manure  and  about 
one  quart  of  salt  and  double  the  quantity  of  fresh  wood 
ashes  to  each  square  rod  and  cultivate  well  as  long  as  the 
size  of  plants  will  permit  or  until  they  begin  to  die  down. 
The  next  season  the  bed  may  be  cut  over  two  or  three  times, 
but  if  this  is  done,  all  the  shoots,  no 
matter  how  small,  should  be  cut.  After 
the  final  cutting,  give  a good  dressing  of 
manure,  ashes  and  salt. 

In  autumn,  after  the  tops  are  fully  ripe 
and  yellow,  they  should  be  cut  and  burned. 

A bed  fifteen  by  fifty  feet  requires  about 
one  hundred  plants. 

If  you  wish  to  grow  plants  from  the 
seed,  pour  warm  water  on  the  seed  and 
allow  it  to  stand  until  cool;  pour  it  off  and 
repeat  two  or  three  times  with  fresh  warm 
water.  Sow  in  spring  in  drills  about 
eighteen  inches  apart  and  two  inches  deep 
in  light,  rich  soil,  planting  fifteen  to 
twenty  seeds  to  each  foot  of  row.  When 
the  plants  are  well  up,  thin  to  about  one 
inch  apart  and  give  frequent  and  thor- 
ough cultivation  during  the  summer.  If 
this  has  been  well  done,  the  plants  will  be 
fit  to  set  the  next  spring.

BEANS 

DWARF  OR  BUSH  LIMA  BEANS 

This  comparatively  new  class  of  Limas  cannot  be  recom- 
mended too  highly.  Dwarf  Limas  are  fully  equal  in  quality 
to  Pole  Limas  and  are  much  earlier  maturing.  Do  not  plant 
until  the  weather  is  warm  and  danger  of  frost  is  over.  If 
possible,  select  rich,  light  soil.  Plant  in  drills  from  two  to 
three  feet  apart,  dropping  the  beans  three  to  four  inches 
apart  and  covering  one  and  one-half  to  two  inches  deep. 

BUSH  LIMA  (HENDERSON’S)— Extremely  early;  vines 
are  without  runners,  but  continue  to  grow  and  set  pods  until 
frost.  Pods  are  short  and  contain  two  or  four  beans,  which 
are  of  fine  quality,  either  shelled  or  dry.  Prepaid,  pkg.,  10c;

It  matures  quickly,  produces  immense 
crops,  and  makes  an  excellent  bean  for 
winter  use.

POLE  OR  RUNNING 


Pole  beans  are  even  more  sensitive  to  cold  and  wet,  as  well  as  to 
droughts  and  hot  winds,  than  the  dwarf  varieties,  but  are  of  superior 
quality  and  productiveness.  After  settled  warm  weather,  set  poles  4 
to  8 feet  long  in  rows  4 feet  apart  and  extending  north  and  south,  the 
poles  being  3 feet  apart  in  the  row.  Let  the  poles  slant  slightly  toward 
the  north.  Set  in  this  way  the  vines  climb  better,  and  the  pods  are 
straighter  and  more  easily  seen.  Around  each  stake  plant  5 to  8 beans

wire  or  twine  along  the  bottom  about  6 inches  from  the  ground  and 
fasten  to  the  posts  and  stakes  with  wire  staples.  Between  these  two 
stretch  a wire  or  twine  wherever  there  is  a plant.  The  vines  will  run 
up  these  until  they  reach  the  top  wire,  when  they  will  care  for  them- 
selves. Another  way  is  to  omit  the  bottom  wire  and  stick  small  stakes 
2 to  6 inches  in  the  soil  and  fasten  to  top  wire.

Loosening  the  roots  will  sometimes  retard 
the  bursting  of  full  grown  heads.  To  pre- 
serve cabbage  during  winter,  pull  them  on  a 
dry  day  and  turn  them  over  on  the  heads  a 
few  hours  to  drain.  Set  them  out  in  a cool 
cellar,  or  bury  them  in  long  trenches  in  a 
dry  situation,  covering  with  boards  or  straw 
so  as  to  keep  out  frost  and  rain.

For 
Spring  and  early  summer  use,  sow  in  February  or 
March  in  hotbed,  and  transplant  to  cold  frame  when 
sufficiently  large,  and  to  the  garden  as  soon  as  ground 
is  warm  enough.  For  late  Autumn  crops  sow  in  the 
early  part  of  June,  and  transplant  in  July.  In  dry 
weather  water  freely  and  as  they  advance  in  growth 
hoe  deep  and  draw  earth  to  the  stem.  When  heading 
tie  the  outside  leaves  loosely  over  the  heads  to  protect 
from  the  sun. 

EARLY  SNOWBALL — Unquestionably  the  earliest 
maturing  strain  of  the  true  short  leaved.  Snowball 
type  of  cauliflower.  It  is  admirably  adapted  for  forc- 
ing or  wintering  over  for  early  crop  and  is  the  most 
popular  sort  for  these  purposes,  also  one  of  the  best 
sorts  for  late  summer  and  fall  crop.

To  grow  onions  thorough  preparation  of  the  ground,  careful  sow- 
ing, the  best  of  cultivation  and  GOOD  SEED  are  essential.

HOW  TO  BUILD  AND  MANAGE  HOTBEDS 


For  early  vegetables,  some  provision  for  starting  certain 
plants  earlier  than  can  be  done  in  the  open  air  is  desirable; 
for  this  purpose  nothing  is  better  than  a good  hotbed  and 
Its  construction  is  so  simple  and  the  expense  so  slight,  that 
every  garden  should  have  one.  A hotbed  proper  not  only 
protects  the  plants  from  the  cold,  but  supplies  bottom  heat. 
By  this  term  the  gardener  means  that  the  soil  is  constantly 
kept  several  degrees  warmer  than  the  air  above,  that  being 
the  condition,  so  far  as  heat  is  concerned,  which  is  most 
favorable  for  rapid  and  vigorous  growth,  and  gardeners 
usually  secure  it  by  making  a compact  pile  of  some  ferment- 
ing material  and  covering  it  with  the  earth  in  which  the 
plants  are  to  grow. 

HEATING  MATERIAL— The  best  heating  material  that 
Is  easily  available  is  fresh  horse  manure,  containing  a liberal 
quantity  of  straw  bedding.  Such  manure,  if  thrown  into  a 
loose  pile,  will  heat  violently  and  unevenly  and  will  soon  be- 
come cold.  What  is  wanted  in  the  hotbed  is  a steady  and 
moderate  but  lasting  heat.  To  secure  this,  the  manure 
should  be  forked  over,  shaken  apart,  and,  if  dry,  watered 
and  allowed  to  stand  a few  days  and  then  be  forked  over 
again,  piled  and  allowed  to  heat  a second  time,  the  object 
being  to  get  the  whole  mass  into  a uniform  degree  of  fer- 
mentation, and  as  soon  as  this  is  accomplished  it  is  fit  for 
use. 

SASH — Some  gardeners  use  sash  made  especially  for  hot- 
beds and  glazed  with  small  lights  cut  from  odds  and  ends 
and  so  furnished  at  very  low  rates.  Such  sash  can  usually 
be  procured  in  any  of  our  large  cities  and  costs  much  less 
than  if  made  to  order.  For  garden  use,  however,  we  much 
prefer  a smaller  sash  that  can  be  easily  handled  and  the 
use  of  larger  and  better  glass.  We  recommend  that  for 
home  gardens  the  sash  be  about  two  and  one-half  by  four 
or  five  feet  and  that  the  glass  be  not  less  than  10x14,  laid 
with  not  more  than  one-quarter  inch  lap.  In  giving  the 
order  to  one  unaccustomed  to  the  work,  it  would  be  well  to 
state  what  they  are  to  be  used  for,  and  that  they  need  to 
be  made  like  skylight  sash. 

THE  FRAME — This  may  be  made  of  sound  one-inch  lum- 
ber, the  back  twelve  to  fourteen  inches  high,  the  front  ten 
to  twelve.  It  should  be  well  fitted  to  the  sash  so  as  to 
leave  as  little  opening  as  possible  and  yet  allow  the  sash  to 
be  easily  moved  up  and  down,  even  when  the  frame  is  quite 
wet. 

THE  SOIL — This  should  be  light,  rich,  friable.  Any  con- 
siderable amount  of  clay  in  it  is  very  objectionable.  If  pos- 
sible, it  should  be  unfrozen  when  put  into  the  bed;  for  this 
reason  it  is  much  better  to  prepare  it  the  fall  before  and 
cover  the  pile  with  enough  coarse  manure  or  straw  to  keep 
out  the  frost. 

MAKING  THE  BED — This  requires  careful  attention,  as 
future  success  depends  largely  upon  the  manner  in  which 
this  work  is  done.  Having  cleared  away  snow  and  ice,  build 
a rectangular  bed  one  foot  larger  each  way  than  the  frame 
to  be  used,  carefully  shaking  out  and  spreading  each  forkful 
1 and  evenly  pressing  down,  of  the  manure  should  be  carefully 
bed  as  uniform  as  possible  in  solidity,  composition  and  mois- 
ture. It  Is  of  the  utmost  importance  that  this  shaking  apart 
and  evenly  pressing  down,  of  the  manure  should  be  carefully 
and  thoroughly  done;  unless  it  is,  one  portion  will  heat 
quicker  than  the  other  and  the  soil  will  settle  unevenly,  mak- 
ing it  Impossible  to  raise  good  plants. 

The  proper  depth  of  the  bed  will  vary  with  the  climate, 
season  and  the  kind  of  plants  to  be  raised.  A shallow  bed 
will  quickly  give  a high  temperature,  which  will  soon  sub- 
side; a deeper  one,  if  well  made,  will  heat  more  moderately, 
but  continue  much  longer.  For  general  purposes,  a bed 
about  two  feet  deep  will  be  best. 

The  bed  completed,  the  frame  and  sash  may  be  put  on  and 
fresh  manure  carefully  packed  around  the  outside  to  the  very 
top  (If  the  weather  is  at  all  severe,  this  outside  banking 
should  be  replenished  as  it  settles).  The  bed  should  then  be 
allowed  to  stand  with  the  sash  partially  open  for  a day  or 
two,  to  allow  the  steam  and  rank  heat  to  pass  off. 

The  earth  should  then  be  evenly  distributed  over  the  stir- 
face  of  the  bed  and  carefully  leveled.  The  earth  should  not 
be  shoveled  or  dumped  in  one  or  more  places  in  the  bed  and 
then  leveled;  if  this  is  done,  uneven  settling  of  the  bed  in- 
variably results.  Care  should  be  taken  that  the  soil  is  dry 
and  friable.  If  wet  or  frozen  soil  must  be  used,  it  should  be 


placed  in  small  piles  until  well  dried  out  before  spreading. 
The  heat  at  first  will  be  quite  violent,  frequently  rising  to 
120  degrees,  but  it  soon  subsides,  and  when  it  recedes  to  90 
degrees  the  seed  may  be  planted.  The  importance  of  using 
dry  soil  and  allowing  the  first  rank  heat  to  pass  off  is  very 
great.  Every  season  thousands  of  hotbeds  fail  of  good  re- 
sults from  these  causes,  and  seedsmen  are  blamed  for  failure 
resulting  from  overheat  or  wet,  soggy  soil. 

MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  BED — The  essentials  for  success 
are  a steady,  uniform  degree  of  heat  and  moisture;  keeping 
the  soil  at  all  times  a few  degrees  warmer  than  the  air  and 
the  careful  “hardening  off'  (by  exposure  to  the  air  and 
diminishing  the  supply  of  water)  of  the  plants  before  trans- 
planting into  the  open  air.  Simple  as  these  may  seem  to  be. 
there  are  many  difficulties  in  the  way  of  securing  them, 
prominent  among  which  is  overheating  the  air  under  a bright 
sun. 

Without  experience  one  would  scarcely  believe  how  quickly 
the  temperature  inside  of  a well-built  hotbed  will  rise  to  90 
or  100  degrees  upon  a still,  sunny  day,  even  when  the  tem- 
perature outside  is  far  below  freezing,  or  how  quickly  the 
temperature  will  fall  to  that  outside,  if  upon  a windy,  cloudy 
day  the  sash  is  left  open  ever  so  little.  A rush  of  cold  air 
driven  over  the  plants  is  far  more  injurious  than  the  same 
temperature  when  the  air  is  still.  Again,  in  cloudy  weather, 
a bed  will  go  several  days  without  watering,  but  will  dry  up 
in  an  hour  when  open  on  a sunny  day. 

A COLD-FRAME  is  a simple  construction  of  boards  for 
wintering  over  young  plants,  Cabbage,  Lettuce,  Cauliflower, 
etc.,  and  is  also  useful  to  protect  and  harden  off  plants  from 
the  greenhouse  or  hotbed  before  fully  exposing  them  in  the 
open  air. 

Select  a dry,  southern  exposure,  form  a frame  from  four 
to  six  feet  wide  and  as  long  as  required.  The  back  should 
be  fourteen  to  eighteen  inches  high  and  the  front  eight  to 
twelve,  with  a cross-tie  every  three  feet.  The  frame  may  be 
covered  with  sash  or  cloth.  Seeds  of  the  vegetables  to  be 
wintered,  sown  in  open  border  early  in  September,  will  be 
ready  to  plant  in  cold  frames  about  the  last  of  October.  The 
soil  should  be  well  prepared  and  smoothly  raked  before  plant- 
ing. Admit  air  freely  on  pleasant  days,  but  keep  closed  in 
severe  weather. 

These  frames  are  particularly  useful  in  the  south  and  may 
be  covered  more  cheaply  with  cloth  shades  than  by  sash 
The  shades  are  made  as  follows:  Make  light  but  strong 
wooden  frames  to  fit  over  the  bed  and  of  a width  to  receive 
some  common  brand  of  cotton  cloth.  The  cloth  may  be  un- 
bleached and  should  be  stretched  over  and  securely  tacked 
to  the  frames. 

TRANSPLANTING — In  transplanting,  the  main  points  to 
be  regarded  are:  Care  in  taking  up  the  plants  as  to  avoid 
injury  to  the  roots,  setting  out  as  soon  as  possible  to  prevent 
the  air  coming  in  contact  with  the  roots,  setting  firmly  so 
as  to  enable  the  plant  to  take  a secure  hold  of  the  soil  and 
shading  to  prevent  the  hot  sun  from  withering  and  blighting 
the  leaves.  Where  a rank  or  soft  growth  of  tops  has  been 
made  in  hotbed  it  is  frequently  desirable  to  trim  off  some 
of  the  larger  leaves  before  taking  up  to  transplant;  this  will 
retard  too  rapid  evaporation  of  moisture  from  the  plant  and 
usually  will  prevent  wilting. 

In  transplanting  from  a hotbed,  harden  the  plants  by  let- 
ting them  get  quite  dry  a day  or  two  before,  but  give  an 
abundance  of  water  a few  hours  before  they  are  taken  out. 
It  is  most  apt  to  be  successful  if  done  just  at  evening,  or 
immediately  before  or  during  the  first  part  of  a rain,  about 
the  worst  time  being  just  after  a rain,  when,  the  ground  be- 
ing wet,  it  is  impossible  to  sufficiently  press  it  about  the 
plant  without  its  baking  hard.  If  water  is  used  at  all,  it 
should  be  used  freely  and  the  wet  surface  immediately  cov- 
ered with  dry  soil. 

WATERING — The  best  time  to  water  plants  is  early  in 
the  morning  or  in  the  evening.  Water  may  be  given  to  the 
roots  at  any  time,  but  should  never  be  sprinkled  over  the 
leaves  while  they  are  exposed  to  bright  sunshine.  If  water- 
ing a plant  has  been  commenced,  continue  to  supply  it  as  it 
is  needed,  or  more  injury  than  good  will  result  from  what 
has  been  given.  One  copious  watering  is  better  than  many 
scantly  sprinklings.  The  ground  should  always  be  stirred 
with  a hoe  or  rake  before  it  becomes  so  very  dry  as  to  cake 
or  crack.

GENERAL  DIRECTIONS  FOR  CULTIVATION 

Most  flowering  plants  will  live  in  almost  any  soil,  but  to  give  them  a fair  chance  to  develop,  some  care  should  be 
taken  to  make  the  ground  suited  to  their  needs.  The  soil  best  adapted  for  flowering  plants  generally  is  a light,  fri- 
able loam,  containing  a sufficient  amount  of  sand  to  render  it  porous.  Many  flowers  are  better  if  produced  on  plants 
of  vigorous  growth,  hence  a portion  of  the  garden  should  be  prepared  by  deep  digging,  thorough  pulverization  and 
liberal  enriching  with  large  quantities  of  well-rotted  manure.  Since  some  other  varieties  produce  the  largest  and 
finest  colored  flowers  when  grown  on  rather  light,  poor  soil,  a portion  of  the  garden  should  not  be  enriched. 

Make  the  surface  of  the  soil  as  fine,  smooth  and  level  as  possible;  do  not  plant  w'hen  the  ground  is  wet;  cover  each 
lot  of  seeds  to  a uniform  depth,  which  should  not  be  more  than  4 to  6 times  the  diameter  of  the  seed;  press  the  soil 
firmly  over  the  seed;  plant  in  rows  so  that  the  starting  plants  can  be  easily  seen;  thin  out  the  young  plants  to  pre- 
vent crowding  and  keep  entirely  free  from  weeds. 

Very  small  seeds,  such  as  Portulacca,  Canterbury  Bell,  Foxglove,  Petunia,  etc.,  should  be  merely  sprinkled  on  the 
surface  of  the  ground,  after  making  it  quite  smooth  with  the  back  of  the  spade,  and  barely  covered  with  fine  sifted, 
light,  mellow  soil  and  afterwards  protected  from  the  scorching  sun  and  heavy  rains  by  a cloth,  mat  or  some  green 
branches  stuck  around  them.  If  the  weather,  after  sowing,  should  be  dry,  it  will  be  necessary  to  water  the  places, 
where  the  seeds  are  sown,  with  a fine  spray,  regularly  but  slightly,  every  evening,  as  it  is  essential  that  the  seeds, 
during  the  process  of  germination,  should  be  kept  constantly  moist.  From  a neglect  or  oversight  of  this  arise  most  of 
the  failures,  as  the  process  of  germination  is  shorter  or  longer  in  the  different  kinds  of  seeds,  the  patience  of  the  cul- 
tivator is  often  sorely  tried  with  the  seeds  of  a slowly  germinating  character.

SWEET  PEAS 
How  to  Grow 
Sweet  Peas 

The  soil  for  Sweet  Peas 
should  be  rich  and  deep.  A 
good  rich  loam,  with  plenty 
of  well-rotted  manure  in  it, 
is  the  ideal  soil  that  will  pro- 
duce plenty  of  good  blooms 
of  good  substance.  They 
should  be  in  a position  fully 
exposed  to  the  sunlight  and 
air  on  both  sides  of  the  row. 

Much  depends  upon  the  state  of  the  weather  as  to  when 
the  seed  may  be  sown  out  of  doors;  but  they  should  be  sown 
as  early  in  the  season  as  the  ground  can  be  worked,  which 
is  usually  between  the  middle  of  February  and  the  middle  of 
March.  It  is  best  to  make  a trench  or  furrow  about  6 inches 
deep,  in  the  bottom  of  which  sow  the  seed.  Cover  with 
about  an  inch  of  soil,  pressing  it  down  firmly.  As  soon  as 
they  are  above  ground,  thin  out  to  2 to  4 inches  apart;  when 
planted  too  close  they  do  not  attain  their  full  development. 
They  should  be  staked  up  either  with  branches  of  brush  or 
stout  stakes  on  which  -wire  netting  has  been  fastened.  These 
should  be  at  least  4 feet  high,  and  5 feet  would  be  better. 
It  is  just  as  well  to  do  the  staking  at  the  time  of  sowing. 

During  the  dry  weather  they  should  be  watered  thoroughly 
and  frequently.  The  flowers  should  be  cut  as  often  as  possi- 
ble, to  prevent  the  plants  from  running  to  seed,  which  would 
stop  them  from  continuing  in  bloom.

Peonies 
respond  to  any  care  bestowed  on  them  and  they  should  be 
thoroughly  mulched  after  planting,  not  only  to  help  them  in 
starting,  but  to  prevent  the  ground  from  heaving.  Plant 
them  upright  with  the  eyes  about  three  inches  under  the 
ground.

KENTUCKY  BLUE  GRASS  (Poa- Pratensis)— Among  all 
the  grasses  for  pastures,  meadows,  ball  grounds,  golf  links, 
lawns,  polo  grounds  and  all  school  and  public  grounds,  the 
Kentucky  Blue  Grass  ranks  first;  it  is  the  Great  American 
Grass.

SUDAN  GRASS 

A Heavy  Ylelder,  Making  Hay  of  Excellent  Quality. 

Sudan  Grass,  which  is  one  of  the  sorghums,  is  very  similar  in  growth  to 
Johnson  Grass,  but  differs  from  the  latter  in  that  it  is  entirely  free  from 
the  persistent  underground  root  system  which  makes  Johnson  grass  sod  so 
difficult  to  eradicate.  Sudan  Grass,  being  an  annual  and  having  fiberous 
roots  similar  to  wheat  or  cats  is  as  easily  controlled  and  eradicated  as 
millet  at  the  close  of  the  growing  season. 

This  grass  is  even  more  thrifty  in  growth  than  Johnson  grass,  reaching 
from  4 to  7 feet  in  height,  producing  medium  small  stems  and  an  abundance 
of  broad  linear  leaves.  The  color  of  the  plant  is  a.  shade  paler,  and  is  more 
palatable  than  any  other  sorghum  hay.  One  plant  produces  from  80  to  100 
culms. 


A SILAGE  CROP 

Sudan  has  become  so  plentiful  that  it  Is  being  grown  extensively  for  silage. 
It  is  the  universal  opinion  of  those  who  have  grown  it  that  it  is  destined  to 
make  one  of  the  very  best  ensilage  crops  known.  It  will  be  even  better  when 
grown  with  soy  beans  or  cow  peas,  as  this  combination  would  make  an 
enormous  yield  of  ensilage  that  would  be  very  palatable  and  well  balanced. 


HOW  TO  PLANT 

Sudan  Grass  may  be  planted  in  cultivated  rows,  In  close  drills  or  broad- 
cast. Plant  in  cultivated  rows,  30  to  36  inches  apart.  Only  3 or  4 pounds  of 
seed  to  the  acre  will  be  required.  An  ordinary  com  planter  with  the  sorghum 
plate  or  a specially  prepared  plate  may  be  used  for  the  row  planting.  The 
most  popular  method  and  the  best  results  wil  be  had  by  planting  with  a 
drill  or  broadcast  at  the  rate  of  25  to  30  lbs.  per  acre.

The  Soy  Beans  will  produce  under  favorable  conditions  12 
to  13  tons  of  fresh  fodder  per  acre,  containing  large  amounts 
of  crude  protein  and  fat,  which  makes  an  excellent  forage 
to  mix  with  corn  fodder  or  other  forage  plant  high  in  car- 
bohydrate but  low  in  protein. 

All  varieties  listed  below  are  recommended  by  the  Missouri 
and  Kansas  department  of  agriculture,  as  being  best  adapted 
for  this  section  of  the  country. 

WILSON — White  flowers;  whitish  hairs  on  mature  pods; 
black,  glossy  seed,  medium  small,  flattened  and  sometimes 
kidney- shaped;  tall,  slender,  leafy  plant,  with  tendency  to 
vine.  Matures  in  about  115  to  120  days.  Probably  the  best 
hay  variety  for  average  land. 

MIDWEST — Purple  flowers;  tan-colored  hairs  on  mature 
pods;  yellow,  glossy  seed,  medium  small  and  somewhat  flat- 
tened; seed  scar  of  a color  similar  to  seed  coat;  erect  plant, 
not  quite  so  coarse  as  Morse,  but  sometimes  slightly  taller. 
Matures  in  about  110  to  115  days.  One  of  the  most  popular 
kinds  for  this  section;  a heavy  seed  yielder  and  good  for 
pasture.  Inoculate. 

VIRGINIA — Purple  flowers;  tan-colored  hairs  on  mature 
pods;  tan  or  brown  seed,  medium  small,  flat  and  kidney- 
shaped; inconspicuous  seed  scar;  tall,  slender,  leafy  plant — 
taller  and  somewhat  coarser  than  Wilson — with  tendency  to 
vine,  especially  on  rich  land.  Matures  in  about  125  to  130 
days.  The  best  all  purpose  variety  on  thin  soil.

There  is  no  cheaper,  surer,  or  more  perma- 
nent way  to  improve  our  land,  and  keep  the  soil  in  first  class 
mechanical  condition.  Corn,  potatoes,  tobacco  and  other  crops 
following  Cow  Peas  do  not  suffer  from  the  effects  of  hot,  dry 
weather,  as  they  do  when  planted  on  lands  deficient  in 
vegetable  matter.  Sow  in  May,  June  and  July,  at  the  rate  of 
1 to  1^  bushels  to  the  acre.  They  may  also  be  put  in

KAFFIR— MILO  MAIZE— CANE— MILLET 
— FETERITA 

The  earliest  of  the  drought  resisting  sorghums.  In  a dry  year  it  will  outyleld 
all  other  Sorghums.

The 
hay  seems  coarse,  but  is  very  tender,  and  cows,  horses  and  all  other  farm  stock 
are  exceedingly  fond  of  it.  Should  be  cut  when  in  full  bloom.  Sow  25  to  40  pounds 
per  acre.

SIBERIAN — Resembles  Golden  Millet  in  manner  of  growth  and  productiveness,  but  is  about  two  weeks  earlier  and  the 
seed  is  orange  red.

It  is  rust-proof,  and 
chinch  bugs  do  not  trouble  it.  It  requires  less  seed  to  sow  one  acre  of  this  variety  than  of  others  on  account  of  its  great 
stooling  habit.

The  plant  is 
of  stronger  growth  than  common  buckwheat  and  resists  drought  and  blight 
much  better.  The  grains  are  a rich  dark  brown,  has  a thin  hull  and  larger 
grain  than  Silver  Hull.  It  ripens  a week  earlier  than  other  varieties  and  is 
perhaps  the  best  for  light  or  sandy  soils  and  for  the  dry  climate  of  the  western 
plains.

PRIDE  OF  THE  NORTH  (90  Days) — This  variety  has  smaller  ears  than  the  late  kinds, 
but  is  valuable  as  it  matures  early.  Planted  as  late  as  July  4 it  has  fully  matured  by  October 
2.  The  ears  have  from  14  to  16  rows,  growing  8 to  10  inches  in  length,  slightly  tapering. 
The  kernels  are  closely  set  together  on  the  cob,  and  of  a light  orange  color.  The  stalks 
usually  grow  6 to  8 feet  in  height,  producing  1 or  2 good  ears.  Our  seed  of  this  variety  has 
been  grown  for  us  with  special  care  from  the  original  stock.

WHITE  VARIETIES 

CHAMPION  WHITE  PEARL  (90  Days) — The  stalk  is  short  and  thick.  The  ears  grow  long 
on  the  stalk,  from  7 to  12  inches  in  length  almost  parallel  throughout,  of  medium  size,  aver- 
aging 16  rows  of  grains.  The  grains  are  pure  white,  very  deep,  compact  and  heavy.  The 
cob  is  small.  It  makes  a superior  quality  of  corn  meal.  Also  used  for  roasting  ears  on  ac- 
count of  its  close  resemblance  to  sweefccom  when  green.  Can  be  planted  as  late  as  July  15 
for  this  purpose. 

IOWA  SILVER  MINE  (90  Days) — The  stalk  grows  to  a height  of  7 or  8 feet,  and  set  the 
ears  about  3%  to  4 feet  from  the  ground.  The  ears  measure  from  10  to  12  inches  in  length. 
They  are  very  uniform  in  size  and  shape,  sixteen  to  twenty  straight  rows  of  deep,  pure 
white  kernels,  on  a small  cob.
